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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The Examiner maintains the rationale provided in the Office Action of 6/29/2007 (p. 13). Specifically, the Leonetti references still 
teaches and describes the claimed "hash value" as a checksum. As can be broadly interpreted from the specification, Applicant's term of 
hash value is reasonably construed to be synonomous with a check sum. In particular, Applicant's paragraph 0041 explicitly states that 
"the appartus includes a hash generator 58... the functions performed by the hash generator include for instance, computation of check 
sums..." From this exerpt, it is reasonably interpreted that Applicant's "hash value" can be properly construred as a check sum as it is 
computed from the hash generator. As claim 1 correspondingly has an apparatus comprising a hash generator forming a "hash value" it 
can be broadly interpreted that a check sum is a hash value (i.e. a hash generator produces a check sum and therefore a check sum is a 
hash value because it orginates from the hash generator). 

In furtherance, Applicant should know of the "broadest reasonable interpretation" standard employed at the USPTO: The Patent and 
Trademark Office ("PTO") determines the scope of claims in patent applications not solely on the basis of the claim language, but upon 
giving claims their broadest reasonable construction "in light of the specification as it would be interpreted by one of ordinary skill in the 
art.." See MPEP 2111 [R-5]. 

In light of the above, the rejection is maintained as Leonetti sufficiently describes a hash value as claimed. 
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
